Implicated with Collector Fuller in the 
charges before the jury are John F. Bentley 
and John 8. Murray of the printing firm of 
Bentley, Murray & Co., 52 Wabash avenue. 

Bentley was sentenced to the Cook County 
Jail yesterday morning for sixty days be- 
cause he refused to produce his firm’s books 
showing the purchase of the Christmas pres- 


‘| ents. His business partner, John 8. Murray, 


had also a true bill voted against him on 
charge of conspiracy. Bentley was locked 
up in the jail at 11 o'clock a: m, but was 
released on a writ of supersedeas by Judge 
Adams of the Appellate Court at 7 p. m.

- Hoerlein had been induced to testify by Hoyt 


King, attorney for the Citizens’ association, 
which has worked up the cases against 
Fuller. 


Hoerlein related that he was hired last 


April to renovate the carpets and rugs at 
the Fuller flat, 3189 Michigan avenue, to the 
amount of $135. ° Forty-five dollars was paid 
by Fuller in cash. Hoerlein was told to call 
at the South Town offices for the balance. 
Attorney Hoyt King already had his sus- 


| picions aroused by. the unusual size of Col- 


lector Fuller's printing bills. The usual 
amount-of these bills is $1,200 a year, but 
last year this item was $3,500. When Hoer- 
lein had told his story to Attorney King the 
latter ran over the South Town books and 
discovered Hoerlein’s:name on them as a 
deputy collector, credited with three weeks’ 
esalary at $30 a week. Hoerlein said he never 
had done any work for the South Town and 
never had been near the town offices, except 
to get $90 from Fuller for cleaning his car- 
pets. 

The: Citizens’ association then concluded 
that Collector Fuller had charged the $60 
balance of his carpet. cleaning bill to the 
South Town taxpayers, using Hoerlein's 
name as an employé to cover the item... Hoer- 
lein was then persuaded to go before the 
grand jury.

Chicago is.suffering from a cruel famine— 
a famine of ping-pong balls. It is a famine 
that even riches will not ameliorate, for in 
qll the great concerns where men and women 
barter and trade not one of the precious 
ping-pong balls is offered for sale. : 

Thousands of Chicago residents are will- 
ing to be caught by the craze that capti- 
vated London, but they can’t get in line. 
The manufacturers of the ping-pong balis 
are not equal fo the emergency. They are 
unable to make the celluloid spheres fast 
‘enough to keép within hailing distance of 
the demand. 

‘Yesterday there was ohe ping-pong ball 
on sale in Chicago—and it wasn’t for sale. 
G. H. Whitney of A. G. Spalding & Bros. 
had the ball In his pocket and wouldn’t trust 
it out of his sight. He seemed to be afraid 
it would roll away. During the day there 
were no less than fifty demands for this 
precious ball. Orders came by telephone, 
mail, and personal calls. In some cases 
tears were shed by the famished ones, but 
Mr. Whitney steeled his heart to all en- 
treaties and kept the ballin his pocket. ~ 


' Craze, Then a Famine. . 

Ping-pong made its advent in Chicago four 
or five months ago, The game iacalled par- 
lor tennis here,-but in name only does:it 
differ from the London social craze. The 
sport met with instant favor and has been 
introduced in hundreds of homes, most of the 
clubs, and in other places where the so-called 
innocent amusements are sought. : 

It seemed that every one caught the ping- 
pong fever at once: Thousands of sets have 
been sold In the city, and now, just as inter- 
est in the game is Intense, the manufacturer 
throws a shoe and.goes lame. 

The balls are made from waferlike sheets 
of celluloid and weigh little more than noth- 
ing. The service to which the balls are put 
requires that the material be seasoned for 
at least three months before it is fit for use, 
hence the process of manufacturing them is 
slow. 

During the last three or four months be- 
tween 12,000 and 15,000 of the ping-pong 
‘balls have been sold in Chicago, and yet to- 
day half the people who have worked them- 
selves up to a high state of enthusiasm over 
ping-pong can’t buy balls enough to keep 
the game going. Tournaments in progress 
at clubs and in social circles have been se- 
riously interfered with, and altogetherthe 
ping-pong playerg are having troubles of 
their own.

The life of a ping-pong ball under ordinary 
circumstances is about a week. If there 
happens to be a man or woman in the game 
who possesses an assertive temper it ig less.

Board of Three Ministers Decides 
the Lot Is Worth Only $250. 


_ Norfolk, Va., Jan. 30.—[Special.]—~The cash 
value of Baptist sermons in Virginia has 
been officially fixed at $1.23 and a fraction 
each, A board of arbitration, comprised of 
Baptist clergymen, today decided that the 
Norfolk and Western railroad company must 
pay the Rev. W. P. Hines, pastor of the 
Park View Baptist.

Northwestern I nstruetor Now 
Disputes the Divinity of — 
the Nazarene. 


SOON TO PUBLISH A BOOK. 


Result of Many Years’ Research 
Will Be Expressed in. 
Print, He Says. 


HIS VIEWS CAUSE A STORM. 


Driven by the foree of reasoning, which 
impels him to dispute the tinfaliibility of the 
Old Testament miracles, Professor Charies 
W. Pearson of Northwestern University now | 
refuses to accept the divinit# of Jesus Christ. : 

When pressed to give his exact position ‘he 
stated yesterday, or 
equivocation, .that, his new faith and that 
of the Unitarian Church are almost iden- | 
tical, and that his theology 1s ) 
that of William Ellery Channing. rs 

For ten years, Mr. Pearson says, this has 
been his belief. that time he has 
been making a close study of theology, read- 
ing heterodox and orthodox literature, and 
likewise has been: at work writing a 
life of Christ, under. the name of ‘‘ The Car- 
‘penter Prophet,”’ @eductive study, taking 
incident after incident in the Savior’s life 
in an effort to prove that he was but a prophet 
and not divine. 

There was more talk during the evening of 
Professor Pearson’s resignation from North- 
western and his withdrawal from the 
Methodist Church. The doubter practically 
admitted that he must sever his connection 
with both concerns, but would say nothing 
definite as to when he would act. ~ 


Soon to Publish His Book. — 

Prof. Pearson says he would have allowed 
his book to remain unpublished, revising and 
making it more exhaustive as the years went 
on, had not the present furore forced him into 
publicity. As it is, he will give it toa printer 
at the close of this weék and will push its 
publication. 

Professor Pearson says his new stand in 
regard to the divinity of Christ does not 
vitiate his membership in the Methodist 
Church. He is firm in the conviction that a 
large percentage of the members of the 
Frist Church of Evanston hold.the same 
tenets as he does, and he looks for imme- 
diate results in that body from his action. 


Northwestern Is Shocke:. 


‘At the university, however, the greatest 
astenishment was expressed when it became 
generally known that Professor Pearson 
had followed his researches to the end and. 
denied that Christ was the son of God in 
the accepted terms of the church. | 

The feeling that he has foffeited his right 
to his chair of English literature and Jan-

“Trustees of the university are now 
unanimous in opposition to Professor Pear- 
son’ said Frank P. Crandon, trustee and 
secretary of the university. “‘ If Professor 
Pearson meant it when he said he would 
resign his chair on finding that a majority 
of the trustees thought he occupied a false 
position, he could soon satisfy himself that 
he is wanted to resign. In case he should. 
hand in his resignation for any reason what- 
ever, it undoubtedly would be atcepted. 

“ But the trustees of Northwestern uni- 
versity are not going to let Professor Pear- 
s0n become a martyr. There will be no 
precipitate haste by the committee which 
was appointed to consider his case, and 
I know of nothing having been done yet.

“If Professor Pearson has espoused the 
cause of Unitarianism, that will be a matter 
for further consideration. The university is 
placed in a peculiar position. If he is sum- 
marily, asked to resign, the cry would go up 
that we are narrow and illiberal and trying 
to shut off free thought and free speech.

Institution completed its organization today 
by the election of the following Executive 
comanittee: 

Abram 8. Hewitt, Dr. D. C.*Gilman, Sec- 
setary of War Elihu Root, Dr. J. 8. Billings, 
Carroll D. Wright, Dr. 8. Weir Mitchell, and 
Dr. C. D. Walcott. Dr. Gilman, President 
of the institution, reported that a house, 
1489 K street, in this city, had been secured 
for a temporary home for the institution. 
The erection, later, of an administration 
oullding in this city is contemplated. 

Judge Morrow of California offered the 
following resolution acknowledging the gift, 
which was unanimously adopted: | 

‘* Resolved, That the Board of Trustees, 


| acknowledging the generosity of the gift of 


Mr. Carnegie in»the foundation of the insti- 
tution, desires. to express the concurrence 
of the trustees In the scope and puPposes 
stated in his deed of trust, and hereby for- 
mally accepts the donation and the responsi 
bilities connected with it.”

SCHEME TO CHECK SMALLPOX, 


Health Commissioner Reynolds has 
‘all railroads running into Chicago to send 
‘representatives to a meeting to be held in 
his office this afternoon to discuss means 
to prevent the bringing of smallpox patients 
to this city. The territory which it is es- 
pecially desired to guard against is Iowa, 
Kansas, and Wisconsin, but there are epi- 
demics of the disease in other States. “oe 
The reason for calling the meeting was 
reports which the Health department re- 
ceived during the day from Des Moines, Ia., 
more than confirming the previous rumors 
regarding conditions there. It was asserted 
there were cases of Smallpox in Des 
Moines and that the health department there 
was doing nothing to protect other localities. 
In the morning Dr. Reynolds sent a tele-: 
gram to the Des Moines physician who acts 
as adviser to the health department there, 
asking him as to the sufficiency of the local 
quarantine. He replied that. there were over 
400 cases in the city, that the quarantine was 
entirely inadequate and ineffectifal, that 
vaccination was not compulsory, and his 
own efforts to suppress the diséasé had not 
been supported by the local Board’ of Health. 
It is said there are 100 cases in Iowa City. 
* Nellie Horton, 17 years old, who. came’ 
from Emporia, Kas., was taken yesterday 
to the Jsolation hospital, suffering from 
smallpox. She left Kansas two weeks prior 
to the attack, but the diseass has been in 
the contagious stage for five days.

MANILA, Jan. 30.—The general outlook for 
pacification in the archipelago, everywhere 
outside the Island of Samar, has never been 
more favorable since the original outbreak 
of the Filippino insurrection than at the 
present time. The insurgents have been 
broken’ up into small bands and are every- 
where fleeing for shelter. They surrender 
daily, are captured, or killed... 

The policy, of reconcentration and the 
stern measure of closing the ports of com- 
merce have accomplished everything ex- 
pected of them. Major General Chaffee stiil 
hopes that by the end of February the Island 
of: Samar alone will remain.not pacified. 

Those provinces bordering on the Provinces 
of Batangas and Laguna, in southern Luzon, 
have been patrolled by the native constabu- 
lary, who have done excellent work and who 
have received the commendation of Brigadier 
General J., Franklin Bell, tommanding in 
those provinces. 


Proud of Constabulary. 

The members of the United States Philip- 
pine commission are proud of this constab- 
ulary, which was organized following their 
suggestion, and the greatest care is exercised 
in the selection of officers for this force. Dur- 
ing the last, month elghty-two military posts 
have been handed over to the native con-

Major. General Chaffee has taken effective 
steps to make sure that there will be no fric- 
tion between the military and civil authori- 
ties.

HINTS OF A TRADE WAR. 


| Amendments Offered Designed to 


Provoke Reprisals by the 
| United States. 


‘SOME HIGH RATES QUOTED. 


BERLIN, Jan. 30.—The government was 
defeated today in the Tariff committee of the 
Reichstag by 15 votes to 10 on the amend- 
ment of Herr Gamp (Conservative) requir- 
ing the production of certificates of origin of 
all goods subject to duties, differing in 
amount according to the countries where 
they are manufactured. Failing the pro- 
duction of certificates of origin, the duty 
shall be imposed, except Th cases where no 
doubt exists that the goods were made in a 
country entitled to lower rates, in which 
case certificates may be dispensed with. 

The committee voted on this amendment 
immediately after Count von Posadowsky- 
Wehner, the Imperial Secretary of State for 
the Interior, speaking for the government, 
had said: 

“The federated governments cannot ac- 
cept any provision making certificates of 
origin an ordinary requirement. I regret 
that the committee Is devoting so much time 
to discussing amendments that cannot be- 
come law.” 

Penalty of Double Rates. 

The committee adopted the first section of 
paragraph 8, which is as follows: 

** Dutiable goods from any country treat- 
ing German ships and rman goods less 
favorably than it treats those of other 
states may be subjected, besides the regu- 
lar duty, to double rates on the full value of 
the goods. Goods not subject to duty can 
be taxed half their value.”’ : 

Count von Schwerin-Loewitz (Conserva- 
tive) offered an amendment empowering the 
government to treat the goods imported from 
foreign countries with the same duties and 
the same customs regulations that such 
countries apply to German goods -in so far 
as the treatfes would permit of such action. 

Herr Beumer said that German duties, es- 
pecially against the United States, were too 
low. 

Complains of America. 

Baron Hey! zu Herrnsheim (Liberal) com- 
plained of the heavy trade balance against 
Germany in the American trade. He said 
that German exports to the United States 
had remained stationary since 1893, while 
Germany’s imports from that country had 
increased from $100,500,000 to $250,000,000. 
He submitted comparative tables of the 
duties collected by Germany and the United 
States, purporting to show that American 
duties upon twenty-two staple lines ranged 
from.11 per cent on sole leather to 2,000 per 
cent on writing machines higher than the 
duties collected by Germany.’ 

Other examples cited by Baron Heyl zu 
Herrnsheim were bicycles, on which he said 
the American duty was 380 per cent higher 
than that collected by Germany; sewing ma- 
chines, on which the American duty was 
from 100 to 180 per cent higher;. furniture, 
250 per cent higher; and tobacco leaf, 1,932 
per cent higher. 

Hint of Tariff War. 

The speaker protested that he did not de- 
sire a tariff war. 5 

* But,”’ said Herr Gothein, *‘ these amend- 
ments provoke a tariff war.

TO HANG ESCAPE. 


den’s Wife, Overpower and 
Hurt Jail Guards 


WOMAN ENAMORED OF ONE 


Edward and John Biddle, Mur- 
derers, Flee, and Desperate — 
Fight Is Expected. 


| LOCK JAILERS IN DUNGEON. | 


Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 30.—[Special.]—~Two 
murderers, brothers, Awaiting execution in 
the county jail heré, early this morning 
sawed their way through their cell door, 
hurled one guard sixteen feet over an iron 
railing to a stone floor below, shot another, 
and competiled the third to surrender, locked 
all three in the dungeon, and, after securing 
citizens’ clothes from the lockers, escaped. 

Both men were heavily armed. The re- 
volvers were carried to them by the wife 
of the warden, who, enamored of one of the 
handsome desperadoes, planned the escape 
for them, deserted her husband and four 
children, and presumably fied with them. 

The detective forces of Pittsburg, Cleve- 
land, and the surrounding towns are search- 
ing for the fugitives, and a desperate battle 
is expected before they are captured. 

The fugitives are Edward and John Bid- 
dle, who were sentenced to death for the 
murder of Grocer Thomas D. Kahney of 
Mount Washington. The woman was Mrs. 
Peter K. Soffel, wife of the warden. 


Warden’s Wife Enamored of Murderer. 


The two men were to be hanged in Febru- 
ary. Once the intervention of a woman in 
their behalf secured for them a reprieve. 
Since their confinement in the county jail 
here Mrs. Soffel has seemingly been crazed 
over Edward Biddle. She has visited his 
cell and the cell of his brother at every op- 
portunity, and the interest she took in the 
men and their fate annoyed the warden. 

The men were supplied with saws, and 
cut the bars of their ceils in such a manner 
that a few minutes’ work would be sufficient 
to make a passage large enough for them to 
crawl through. Edward, whois a large man, 
sawed four bars out and John cut three. 

There was nothing wrong in the appear- 
ance of the men or their quarters when the 
day guard was relieved last night. The 
three night watchmen inspected each cell 
and noticed nothing out of the ordinary. 


Overpower the Three Guards. 


Shortly before 4 o’clock this morning one 
of the Biddles called to James McGeary, 
who had charge of the outside gates, tell- 
ing him to bring some cramp medicine in a 
hurry, as his brother was dangerously ill. 
McGeary secured the medicine and hurried 
to the cells of the men, which were on the 
second range and adjoined each other. 

As the guard approached, John Biddle 
sprang from his hiding place behind his 
cell, and, seizing the guard around the waist, 
hurled him over the railing to the stone 
floor beneath, a distance of sixteen feet. 

‘Edward Biddle joined his brother imme- 
diately, and both, with drawn revolvers, 
hurried to the first floor, where they met 
Guard Reynolds and shot him. | 

There were but three men on duty, and 
the third was on one of the upper ranges. 
He was ordered down at the point of the re- 
volvers, and the three guards were put In, 
| the dungeon. 


Change Clothes and Escape, 

The keys were taken from Keeper Mc- 
Geary and the two desperate prisoners ha 
a clear field. 

The only persons who witnessed the 
were prisoners, who could not interfere or 
give an alarm. The Biddles went to the 
wardrobe where the guards keep their cloth- 
ing, and each put on a new suit. They then 
unlocked the outside gates and passed out 
into Ross street. 

The escape was not discovered until the 
day guards came on duty at 6 o'clock. They 
were informed by prisoners where the night 
guards had been put, and they were soon re- 
leased from the dungeon and sent to the 
Homeopathic Hospital. 

Injured Men May Recover. 

The two guards injured probably will re- 
cover. The bullet wound sustained by 
Reynolds is not regarded as dangerous. The 
physiciane have been unable to ascertain 
as yet the full extent of McGeary’s wounds. 
His head is badly contused, but there are 
no signs that his skull was fractured by his 
sixteen-foot fall. 


Warden Accuses His Wife. 


Warden Soffel felt that his wife had aided 
in the escape as soon as he was informed 
the men were gone, and after a hurried 
search for her his suspicions were confirmed. 
Without hesitating, the warden went to 
District Attorney John C. Haymaker and 
told him all he knew. 

Warden Soffel, in discusecing the 


“I believe my wife furnished the weapons 
to the Biddles and assisted them to escape. 
This is an awful thing, but I am only telling 
the whole truth. My wife was not in bed 
when I was awakened this morning, and I 
have not seen her since, She is gone—God’ 
only knows where. I said I would lay every- 
thing bare, and I am doing it. This is the 
worst blow of all, but I believe it is true. 
I did not suspect her, and hence was off my 
guard. But she is gone, and the suspicion 
of assisting in the delivery by furnishing 
weapons rested upon her.’’ 

He broke down and wept when speaking of 
‘his wife’s actions. Mr. Soffel has two girls, 
15 and 13 years of age, and two boys, 10 
and 7 years old. 


Fail to Find Woman. 


The warden made inquiries at the homes 
of all his wife’s relatives, and he has been 
unable to find any trace of her. An investi- 
gation disclosed the fact that she had taken 
all of her best clothes with her. The 
wardeén’s overcoat is also missing. 

It is reported the Biddles took a train at 
the Fourth avenue station of the Pan-Han- 
dle railroad, which is within a block of the 
jail. It is supposed the woman is to meet 
the escaped convicts at a place agreed upon. 

The story of the matter is brief. Mrs. 
Soffel has been enamored of Edward Biddle. 
She was the only person admitted to the 
jail since last Sunday. Yesterday afternoon 
she visited the condemned men during the 
warden's absence. Last evening she re- 
tired at 9 o’clock. She told her husband 
she was going to visit a sister at McDonald 
and that she would retire early so that she 
could get an early start. When the warden 
awoke this morning he asked for Mrs. Soffel 
and was informed she was absent. When 
the details of the escape became known he 
telegraphed to McDonald and was informed 
Mrs. Soffel was not there. 


Say Woman Was Crazy. 

The friends of Mrs. Soffel believe she 
could not have been in her right mind when 
ashe aided in the escape of the Biddles. For 
some years she has been an invalid, and 
one year ago she was sent to a sanitarium. 
She came back much tmproved, but the long 
and painful Hilness is believed to have weak- 
ened her mind. It is said she never has 
fully recovered her health, and at times 
was melancholy. ;

A report is current that the Biddles es- 
caped from the city along the Pittsburg 
and Western railroad. Scores of people at 
Etna, Pine Creek, and Sharpsburg claim to 
have seen them. Whether they caught a 
train is not known. 

Pennsylvania railroad officials have noti- 
fied theeCleveland police that it is believed 
the escaped murderers have secured rail- 
way conductors’ uniforms and are traveling 
as railway employés. 

For several months preceding the Kahney 
murder burglaries were of almost nightly 
occurrence at Mount Washington. The po- 
lice seemed powerless to prevent them. On 
the morning of April 12 last Mrs. Kahney 
was awakened by burglars and called to 
her husband, a cripple, who was sleeping in 
an adjoining room. ; 

As he entered his wife's room he was shot 
dead.

Kill Man Before Captured. 


A few hours later Detective Patrick Fitz- 
gerald and two officers surprised the Biddle 
brothers at their home on Fulton street, but 
before they were captured Fitzgerald was 
shot and killed and Edward Biddle, who shot 
him, was dangerously wounded.

MAN WHO SAVED LINCOLN DIES. 
Captain George W. Conrow, Who Kept

Washington, D. C., Jan. 30.—[Special.]— 
By a unanimous vote the Ways and Means 
committee today reported a bill to repeal all 
the war revenue taxes except the tmpost on 
mixed flour, which was a rider attached to 
the revenue bill and was not a war meas- 
ure at all. 

The repeal includes even the 10 per cent 
customs duty on tea, which was imposed at 
the special request of the importers, who be- 
lieved it would prevent the introduction of 
cheap and adulterated tea, Under the bill 
reported today the miscellaneous war taxes 
on beer, tobacco and certain linesof industry, 
including bucket shops and oil refineries, are 
all to cease on July 1. The tax on tea will 
remain until Jan. 1 next to give importers 
time to adjust themselves to the new condi- 
tions. 

Means $77,000,000 Off Revenue. 

The repeal means a total nominal reduction 
in the annual revenue of $77,000,000. The 
Democrats, although they finally voted for 
the repeal, sought to make political capital 
by pressing the Babcock bill, which proposes 
to reduce the tax on articles controlled by 
trusts. Mr. Babcock deserted his Republican 
colleagues on this one point, of course, but 
equally as a matter of fact the Babcock bill 
was put to sleep and the war revenue bill 
was then favorably reported by an unani- 
mous vote. 

By some peculiar process of reasoning the 
claim is made that the action of the House 
Committee on Ways and Means today in de- 
ciding to report a bill wiping out the internal 
revenue war taxes means that there is to be 
no legislation at this session for the relief of 
Cuba. This claim seems to be based on the 
assumption that because the surplus in the 
Treasury is to be reduced to the extent of. 
$70,000,000 or $80,000,000 it will not be possible 
to further reduce it by making 
cessions to. Cuba. 

Of course there is no logtc or justice in the 
claim, and Senators and Representatives who 
were instrumental in having the proposed 
legislation considered declare that one sub- 
ject has nothing whatever to do with the 
other. The revenues are to be reduced be- 
cause they are not needed and because the 
war taxes were put on with the understand- 
ing that they were to be taken off when the 
etate of the Treasury would permit. 


Step Made Long Planned, - . 
It was decided soon after Congress met 


to reduce materially or wipe out altogether 


the war taxes, and there is therefore noth- 
ing surprising in today’s action of the Ways 
and Means committee. 

The House will probably pass the bill 
agreed upon today with little or no debate, 
but the real contest over its revisions will 
come in the Senate. The Finance committee 
has had the subject under Investigation ever 
since Congress met, and will make such 
amendments to the bill as will be necessary 
to provide for a reduction commensurate 
with the estimates of receipts and ex- 
penditures. Nobody knows yet how much 
money Congress will spend. That will de- 
pend upon the fate of varjous measures now 
pending. 

Democrats Offer Amendments. 

During the discussion in committee Repre- 
sentative Richardson of Tennessee proposed 
an amendment to put trust made articles on 
the free list. This was defeated by a party 

Representa- 
tive Robertson of Louisiana to continue the 
tax on “ bucket shops.” Representative 
Newlands of Nevada offered two amend- 
ments, one excepting from the repeal the 
tax on petroleum and sugar refineries, and 
another imposing a tax of one-tenth of 1 per 
cent on the gross receipts of any industrial 
corporation having receipts of $1,000,000 an- 
nually. Both amendments were defeated by 
party votes. 


Payne Explains the Bill. 


Chairman Payne made the following state- 
ment on the proposed repeal: ‘‘ The Treas- 
ury now has an available cash balance of 
something over $174,000,000. It is not likely 
that this will be increased materially during 
the present fiscal year, as the Treasury is 
buying bonds at a rate that will use up the 
surplus to accumulate between this and the 
end of the fiscal year, June 30 next. The 
Secretary of the Treasury’s report estimated 
@ surplus for this year of $100,000,000, and 
subsequent results seem to confirm this esti- 
mate. The committee therefore thought it 
was entirely safe to repeal the remainder of 
the war revenue taxes, amounting to $68,- 
000,000, and the in 
the ager te $77,000, at me. 

“ This ‘will still leave a surplus estimated 
upon this year’s receipts and expense of 
twenty-two or three million dollars for the 
year, while we will start upon the next fiscal 
year with $174,000,000 available cash in the 
Treasury. The committee deems it wise to 
have the repeat of the tax on tea take effect 
on Jam. 1 next in order to enable those, es- 
pecially retailers and small dealers, who have 
small stocks of the duty paid goods on hand, 
to dispose of them before the repeal takes ef- 


fect. - 
Rebate on Tobacco Possible. 
'¢* We can provide a rebate on the tobacco 
tax and guard against any fraud upon the 
revenue, for the reason that the Internal 
Revenue department hag this trade under 
Close surveillance and can and will take 
an account of the stock in the dealers’ hands 
on the first day of July next, But this will be 
impossible as to teas, which come in as cus- 
toms duties and of which the government 
has no account save as they are imported 
in large quantities by the importers. Con- 
tinuing this tea tax to the first of January 
will give us six months’ revenue in the next 
fiscal year upon tea and will make the ulti- 
mate reduction for the next year considera- 
bly less than $75,000,000... The bili will be 
presented to the House as soon as it can 
be prepared.” 
Articles Mainly Affected. . 

The repeal will affect the remaining special 
taxes imposed by the war—viz.: On bankers, 
brokers, grain dealers, pawnbrokers, custom- 
house brokers, theaters, museums, circuses, 
etc,, billlard-rooms and bowling alleys, play- 
ing- cards, dealers in and manufacturers of 
tobacco. The reduction on fermented liquors 
will amount to 60 cents per barrel; that on 
tobacco and snuff will be three cents, bring- 
ing the rate back to, six cents per pound as 
before the war. ‘ 

The rate on cigars and cigarets was

The plain truth ts that Admiral Schley did 
not during that battle in any way direct or 
control the splendid performances of the 
Gloucester and the three battleships Indi- 
ana, Iowa, and Texas. The officers in com- 
mand of these ships neither received nor 
obeyed a solitary order from him.”’ 

Next the commentators turn their atten- 
tion to what they declare were persistent 
efforts by Schley’s attorneys to show that 
in some manner the Oregon at least was un- 
der his orders during the battle, first by an- 
swering the signal “‘ Close up,” and after- 
ward by firing its thirteen-inch guns under 
signal from the Brooklyn, and they say: 
** But that attempt, as the testimony to be 
quoted below shows, was & failure.” 

They quote, therefore, passages from Cap- 
tain Clark’s testimony, in which he said in 
regard to the order “ Close up,” that that 
was a standing order in the squadron to 
attack the enemy at once if they appeared, 
and to keep the heads of the ships always 
toward the entrance,”’ and “‘I remember a 
feéling of satisfaction that there was an or- 
der to close in, in case any accident had 
happened—any colliding with other ships.” 


Oregon Got No Orders. 


’* As to the alleged order from the Brooklyn 


directing the Oregon to fire its thirteen-inch 
guns, the commentators again quote from 
Captain Clark’s testimony, where,- when 
asked if the guns were fired in pursuance 
of an order from the Brooklyn, the Captain 


**No, sir; I fired them after deliberating 
with the officers,’’ and “ if they (the Brook-_ 
lyn) made a signal I did not see it.”

“ ‘The contention that the magnificent work 
of the Oregon, or any part of it, was done

Controlled Just One Ship. 

“The weight of the testimony is to the 

effect that the Commodore, controlled the 
movements .of his’ flagship, the Brooklyn, 
well, with the exception of the loop. But it 
also shows, not negatively, but affirmatively 
and beyond question, that he did not control 
the operations of the fleet in general on that 
day. 
- “ All this is established not by theoretical 
deduction or expert or inexpert opinion, but 
by direct, positive, unimpeached, and unim- 
peachable testimony, given under oath by 
the Admiral’s ‘ brothers in arms.’ 

* The plain truth of the matter, therefore, 
developed for the first time under the search- 
light of this inguiry, although quite in- 
cidentally, is that so far-as the Gloucester, 
the Iowa, the. Indiana, the Texas, and the 
Oregon are cOncerfied, not the stroke of a 
propeller blade, not the touch of a helm, not 
the firing of a shot, was done under the 
direction or by the orders of Admiral Schley 
‘during this memorable battle."’

Lawyer in Petition for Rehearing As- 
serts Supreme Court Decision Was 
_Garbled When Introduced in Case. 


In a petition for a r of a case re- 
cently decided by the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals Attorney W. 8. Forrest 
indirectly accuses District Attorney Bethea 
with practicing a deception on thé Judges, 
Jenkins, Grosscup, and Humphrey, who 
heard the case. 

Their decision affirmed the judgment of 
Judge Kohlisaat, who fined three officers of 
the Mills Novelty company $1,000 each and 
sentenced them to a year in the County Jalil. 

Some of Mr. Fortrest’s statements in the 
petition follow: “‘ There is material error 
in every paragraph, every sentence, and 
every line of the opinion handed down in this 
eause. The primary source of this error 
seems to be a deception practiced upon this 
court. The instrument used to work this 
error is a garbled quotation from the opinion 
of the Supreme Court. 7 

We dislike exceedingly to indulge in what 
may even indirectly savor of accusation of a 
government official. We do not know that 
the quotation was garbled by opposing coun- 
sel. He also may have been deceived in its 
use. But it was garbled by somebody and 
garbled effectively.” 

The alleged misquotation referred to is the 
use of a wrong antecedent of a word used 
in a selection from the Supreme Court’s rul- 
ing in a simijar case.

SECURITY AGAINST ACCIDENTS, 

To what extent is it the duty of govern- 
ment to undertake to secure against acci- 
dents or risks the people who perform 
society's toil, and how'shall this duty ve 
fulfilled? These are the two questions 
raised anew by the accident at the Illinvis 
Steel company’s works on Wednesday, by 
which one man and one boy lost their lives 
and three men were seriously injured. 

Not only does factory legislation in this 
State practically ignore the entire subject 
of accidents in industry, including the need 
for guarding machinery, but no public 


| agency attends’ adequately to this subject. 


The Coroner goes on month after month 
holding inquests to ascertain the “ cause 
of death ” and sometimes provokes criminal 
prosecutions for the enforcement of penal- 
ties. The police, too, whenever they learn 
of an accident, are supposed to hasten to 
the spot, ascertain’ the facts, take note of 
persons present, and thus promote the later 
enforcement of responsibility if there has 
been negligence. Fear of penalties, tem- 
poral or eternal, however, has never yet 
insured the performance of duty, and in the 
case of the Lilinois Steel company even this 
motive is largely excluded from operating 
for the prevention of accidents, because or- 
dinary publicity as a means of,enforcing 
responsibility for casualties is effectually 
precluded. 

It is a less notorious fact than it ought 
to be that this company’s works, with 6,500 
men employed, is not only surrounded by 
a stockade with one carefully guarded en- 
trance but that in the case of fatal acci- 
dents, as has been repeatedly illustrated, 
even the police are practically excluded 
from intervention or observation, and notice 
is only sent to the department hours after 
the event. The company isolates the in- 
jured in its own hospital under its own 
agents, and the police and the public get 
their “information” from representatives 
of the company. 

Nor is one reassured concerning the spirit 
dictating this isolation by remembering that 
the works run night and day with twelve- 
hour shifts, that the great majority of em- 
ployés are handicapped by their partial or 
complete ignorance of the language of their 
adopted country, and that according to 
vague but persistent reports they are re- 
quired to sign some sort of contract pur- 
porting to release the company from liability 
in case of accidents. . 

It is impolitic and indefensible to leave 
an army of employés in a hazardous trade 
deprived thus not only of such statutory 
provisions in aid of personal security as 


| exist in the factory legislation, for exam- 


ple, of Massachusetts and New York, but 
even of the ordinary guaranties of publicity 
respecting serious accidents. If the Illi- 
nois- Steel company is doing all possible for 
the safety of employés and is doing all which 
is required to remedy the consequences of 
accidents, why should it engender public 
suspicion by its secretive methods? Those 
methods suggest that there is a real oc- 
casion for more publicity concerning its 
procedure respecting accidents to employés. 


INFLUENCE OF ATHLETICS. 

That is a gratifying discovery which 
President Eliot has made with regard to 
the effect of success or failure in athletic 
sports on the number of students enrolled 
at Harvard. It appears that this effeci, 
one way or the other, is so small as to be 
negligible. Harvard victories do not mean 
an increase in attendance. Harvard defeats 
do not mean a decrease. Young men seem 
to go to Harvard for reasons quite apart 
from the strength or the weakness of last 
year’s crew or team. 

Here is a lesson that certain other colt 
leges might lay to heart. It has been in 
many places a theory implicitly sanctioned, 
if not openly avowed, that athletics must 
be fostered in order to spread the fame of 
the university and attract students to its 
doors. A good football team has been held 
to be one of the necessary features of a 
successful institution of learning. Hence 
the efforts of the faculty as well as of the 
students to get a good team together. Hence 
the struggle between rival colleges to secure 
the services of the best players from the 
preparatory schools. Hence the bringing 
in of blacksmiths and brakemen to stay in 
college till the end of the football season. 
Hence the resort to every kind of question- 
able method in the frantic attempt to win. 
It has been winning, not playing, that has 
been uppermost in the minds of coaches, 
managers, and students. A defeat for the 
team has been regarded as a blow to the col- 
lege. 

This exaggerated notion of the value of 
athletics has done great harm. It is well 
that students should take exercise. It is 
not so well that their taking of exercise 
should develop into a vast system of athletic 
exhibitions meant to advertise the college 
and leading to ugly features of professional- 
ism. The act of contest between man and 
man and between team and team is not 
without its educational effects. What needs 
to be eliminated is the glorification of ath- 
letics at the expense of other more im- 
portant elements in college training. Presi- 
dent Eliot has, shown that perhaps colleges 


| are mistaken in thinking that their prowess

At 
any rate, he has shown that the two things 
have no connection at Harvard. The great 
work of the university goes on whether the 
teams win or not.

Then 
in all cases. he would have local visiting 
boards appointed who should report to him. 
By these changes he insists that $1,000,000 
could be saved annually without. detriment 
to the wards of the State. The Governor's 
treatment of this subject in his recent mes- 
sage has—as did his similar sentiments of

CUTTING DOWN SCHOOL EXPENSES. 

The income of the Board of Education 
for the maintenance of the schools in 1902 
will fall $1,118,000 short of the sum which 
was at its disposal for 1901. The board 
has made arrangements to keep within its 
reduced income, and, all things considered, 
it has adopted the best method of doing so 
—the method which will affect the smallest 
number of people. 
_ The schools are to be kept open for the 
regular period of forty weeks. The board 
is right in doing this, no matter what sacri- 


There are many children who are in the 
schools for such a little time that to shorten 


an injury. The children may not get so 
much instruction in music, drawing, and 
other special studies this year as in other 
years, but they will be as well taught as 
ever in those branches ef study which are 
of real importance to them. The board 
could with propriety have dealt more severe- 
ly with these special studies than it has 
‘done, but the reduction made in their cost 
is something gained. 

Naturally, the school teachers whose sal- 
aries are cut feel sore. They woukd feel 
sore under any circumstances, but they dis- 
like this cut all the more because it comes 
at a time when the cost of living is so much 
higher than it was five years ago. But 
they have been told practically at the be- 
ginning of the year what they are to get 
for the year, and each of them can pro~ 
ceed to cut her coat after her cloth. This 
is not always an easy task, but it is one 
which men and women who are not in the 
employ of the public aften have thrust upon 
them. 

The Board of Education, finding itself in 
a tight place, has got out of it in about 
the best way possible. But that board 
probably will be confronted with this same 
kind of a difficulty a yearhence. The board 
has no reason to expect that its income for 
1908 will be so large as that for 1901, while 
expenses will be larger owing to the in- 
creased number of teachers. It has nearly 
a year before it in which to plan permanent 
instead of temporary economies and to find 
out every place where expenses can be re- 
trenched without real injury to the schools. 
.Doubtless careful search will bring to light 
many such places. 


WOMAN SUFFRAGE IN MASSACHUSETTS. 
In 1874 the Massachusetts Legislature 
authorized women to be elected as members 
of school committees, and four years later 
they were given the right to vote for school 
committees. ; 

In Boston, where the female vote for 
school authorities has been chiefly empha- 
sized, there has been an important increase 
in the registration of women since 1879, but 
a decline in the percentage of the registered 
vote actually cast. During the first five 
years of the period the registration aver- 
aged 755 per year, during the second five 
years 5,128, during thé third 8,962, during 
the fourth 9,630, and during the last two 
years 11,429. The proportion of those reg- 
istered who actually voted, however, varied 
considerably and, on the whole, declined, 
The percentages for the above figures were 
respectively 90, 94, 92, 68, and 73. 

Taking the State as a whole, too, from 
1890 to 1899, the only decade for which 
statistics are available, the same tendencies 
are even more marked. The registration 
of women for the first half of the decade 
averaged 19,849 per year, and for the last 
half 36,571, while the percentages of those 
registered who actually voted for school 
committees were respectively 73 and 39. 

It is interesting also to note the referen- 
dum vote in 1895 on the question “ Is it ex- 
pedient that municipal suffrage be granted 
to women?’ All women in Massachusetts 
were eligible to register and vote on this 
question on practically the same terms as 
men. Of the 560,802 males entitled to reg- 
ister 454,832 did register and 273,976 voted. 
Of 608,500 women estimated to have been 
eligible to register only 42,676 registered 
and only 23,065 voted. Of the men voting, 
however, 87,000 favored the extension of 
the municipal suffrage, as against 186,972 
opposed, while of the women voting 22,204 
favored the extension, as against but 861 
opposed. The apathetic attitude of thé
